WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. A device for receiving and presenting insecticide 
comprising: 
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a) a base; 


b) at least one crevasse for receiving and presenting 
insecticide; 


□ c) a plurality of protrusions extending from said base, said 
Uj protrusions keeping said base off of an adjacent surface so that 

□ a plurality of insects have access to the insecticide. 


2. The device as in claim 1, wherein said base has a 
substantially circular cross section. 


3. The device as in claim 1, wherein said base has a 
substantially polygonal cross section. 


4. The device as in claim 3, wherein said base has a 
substantially square cross section. 


5. The device as in claim 3, wherein said base has a 
substantially hexagonal cross section. 
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6. The device as in claim 1, wherein said base has a 
substantially triangular cross section. 

7. The device as in claim 1, wherein said base is 
elongated and has a longitudinal axis wherein said at least one 
crevasse extends along said longitudinal axis. 

8. The device as in claim 1, further comprising an 
internal channel disposed within said base wherein said internal 
channel is in fluid communication with said at least one crevasse 
so that insecticide can be injected into said internal channel 
and flow into said at least one crevasse. 

9. The device as in claim 1, wherein said protrusions are 
in the form of legs. 

10. The device as in claim 1, wherein said protrusions are 
in the form of spikes.
